He consented to do so and 
said: 
“In the first place, I never sold on<* 
dollar’s worth of goods to the Nevada 
asylum in my life, whether while I 
was connected with the institution or 
at any other time. 
“The only connection the charge has 
with the truth is that I was anxious 
to purchase the supplies of the Ne 
vada asylum at as reasonable a figure 
as possible. 
I did not think that we 
should pay exorbitant prices for what 
we bought simply because it was u 
st&to institution. 
We called for bids 
for supplies needed by the instilution 
in large amounts.
